The Temple and Yellow Dye 

This story was told in a zone devotional by Sister Peg Lewis-International Services and 
given to me by a friend, Sister Carol Pierson. I wanted to share it. 
The story concerns dying cloth the ancient Indian way. First, you take the cloth you want 
dyed and dip it in the vat of color, let's say yellow. Instantly it turns yellow! But then you take it 
out of the vat to dry on the line, and over the course of the day, the sun fades it so that it's 
hardly yellow at all-just a small amount of yellow remains, barely detectable. So you dip it 
again. Again it becomes brilliant yellow instantly. But again you dry it on the line, and it 
fades out. This time, though a little more yellow remains: that much color is permanent. It 
will never fade. 

If you decided instead to break with the ancient ways and just put the cloth in the vat of dye 

for many days, or months, when you took it out and hung it to dry, it would fade out just the 

same as if it had been in the dye for only a few moments: the alternation of dipping and 

fading is necessary to make the dye permanent so that it will never fade. 

So you continue to dip and fade, dip and fade. Each time, the amount of yellow that 

remains permanently adds to the previous amount, until one day you dip it in the dye, hang 

it on the line to dry, and find that it stays the same color as the vat of dye. 

Interestingly, I think it's the same with us. We go to the temple and instantly we are filled with 
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Ancestral Family History of Margaret Susan Lahmann 

the Spirit. We go outin the world, and it fades away...buta little remains. It is permanent. We 
are changed, just a little. Then we go to the temple again and into the world again. And 
again. And again. And the partofthe spirit that remains with us doesn't fade away, but 
builds toward a permanent glory. 

The same happens, it seems to me, with prayer, with fasting, with any spiritual practice. We 
dip into the Spirit, but then we return to the world. The spirit within us seems to fade, to yield 
to worldly concerns, but we can always renew it. 

Going back to the example of the temple, pretend for a moment that you could stay there 

all day and all night. Wouldn't that be lovely! So much beauty, so much spirit. 

But spending all that time in the temple (or praying or fasting) is not, according to the story, 

the best way to make the Spirit permanent within us. As when the cloth is placed in the vat, 

we become instantly 'yellow' when we enter the temple, but that color, that S pirit, does not 

become permanent in us until we re-enter the world and live our lives. 

It's the same with our missions, I think. We come here and we serve and we are filled with 

the Spirit of Elijah. But sooner or later we must leave. 

In Leaving we go back to our world of concerns and the Spirit of Elijah might seem to fade. 
But if and when it does, we can return to our own research, or help others with theirs, and 
instantly we will be filled with the Spirit again. And if we keep doing this, that Spirit will 
become permanent. 

I thought this was a great thought so lets keep dipping as frequently as possible.

What Happened to the Murray Children's Surname? 
by Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.1. 2008 

There is a paradox involving the children born after the death of Betsy "Bacey" S usie 
Nancy (PRUITT) Studdard's first spouse; J ames William Studdard who died on 4 March 
1863. 

After the death of first husband, Bacey married or lived with a J ohn Murray. If they were 
married, then they were married between 11 February 1864 the date she filed for a 
pension as widow Betsey Studdard to 9 months prior to the birth of daughter Mary Ellen 
(MURRAY) on 3 October 1865. 

However, something happened in that family that I have never seen in my 35 years of family 
history research. Bacey changed J ohn Murray's children's surname from Murray to 
Studdard! 

We have not been able to find the crucial 1870 census explaining the details of this family. 
But in the 1880 census, Bacey is single and all of the M urray children carry the surname of 
Studdard or Stuthers. 
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Through census and death certificates each of the 4 children used Studdard orStuthers 
as a surname. 

[1] Daughter; Mary Ellen Studdard-(MURRAY) born 3 October 1863-1865. The informant 
on her death certificate. ..E.C. Turnbull stated her parents were J ames Studdard and 
Bacey Pruett. He also said she was born 3 October 1863 in J efferson County, Missouri. 

This complicates her father's identity. According to the 1880 census she was born 1865, 
the 1900 census states she was born October 1860, the 1910 & 1930 census states she 
was born 1864, the 1920 census states she was born 1866. All these dates are after the 
date J ames William Studdard died on 4 March 1863 except the 1900 census date and the 
death certificate birth date. 

Since, the death certificate information was not given by a family member, the data has to 
be subject to errors and suspect hearsay. 

Therefore, it is possible thatj ames William Studdard could have conceived Mary Ellen 9 
months prior to her 3 October 1863 birthdate or more believable, if she was born after 
1863, which the majority of the census information suggests, then she is the daughter of 
J ohn Murray. When Mary married J ames Boyer in 1886 she used the name Mary Stuthers. 
I believe she is the daughter of J ohn Murray. 

[2] Daughter; Amanda F. Studdard-(MURRAY) born 5 December 1867; Amanda F. was 
born in Washington, Missouri, United States on 5 December 1867 according to her death 
certificate. The informant. .Henry Harper, her son, states that she was born 5 December

that the family knew that J ohn Murray was the father but chose to use the surname 
Stuthers or Studdard instead. When Amanda married Elijah Harper in 1888 she used 
Amanda Stuthers. 

[3] Son; Lucas Irvin Studdard-Murray born 4 December 1871; the informant on his death 
certificate was his son, Walter Henry Studdard. Walter lists his dad's parents as J ames 
Studdard and Basey Pruitt. Walter states his father was born on 12 April 1871 in Crawford 
County, Missouri. Once again we have the Studdard name prevailing when Lucas actually 
was the son of J ohn Murray. 

[4] Son; Henry Harrison Studdard-Murray born 9 February 1874; the informant on his death 
certificate was Mrs. Walter Coxey. 

Unknown to me her relationship to the deceased but she put under Henry's father's section 
of the death certificate "unknown", for Henry's mother she put Basie Pruitt. She also listed 
Henry's birthdate as 9 February 1872 in Sullivan, Missouri. When Henry married Maybelle 
(RICHARDS) in 1902 he listed himself as Henry Stuthers. 

Each of these children was the child of J ohn Murray & Betsy "Bacey" Susie Nancy 
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(PRUITT) Studdard. 

Finding the 1870 census is crucial in order to solve this mystery as to why these children 
took on the name of their mother's first husband and not their birthfather's? 

In the 1880 census, Bacey listed all of them as... Stuthers. 

J ames William Studdard's death date verification has been obtained from his Civil War 
service record. Even the 1890 Veteran's Census says he died in the service on 4 March 
1863. 

Therefore, since these last 4 children really belong to J ohn Murray, then I have listed the 
females 

as Studdard-(MURRAY) and the males as Studdard-Murray instead of Studdard or 
Stuthers. 

The real question is what went on with J ohn Murray and Bacey (PRUITT) Studdard that 
she refused to call his children by his surname? Whatever it was, we have to make sure 
that J ohn Murray is credited with those last 4 children. 

Trying to locate the marriage record of J ohn Murray and Bacey Studdard has been difficult 
to say the least. I have never seen a family move around so much from J efferson to 
Franklin to Washington to Crawford Counties and back without settling down. This means 
thatrecords about them could be in any one of those county courthouses. This makes it 
extremely difficult to verify locations of birth for the children. However, concerning the 
marriage record, I think there are several possibilities. 

[1] After the death of J ames William Studdard in 1863, maybe Bacey took the children up to 
Scotland County, Missouri where husband J ames had died and maybe she married J ohn 
Murray somewhere up there. 

[2] I suspect that J ohn Murray was from J efferson County; maybe the marriage record is 
somewhere down there. I also thinkj ohn Murray may have been previously married. 

[3] Maybe they didn't get married at all. However with the Puritan atmosphere of the 1860's 
this is highly unlikely. Maybe they got together with the stipulation that any children born 
would carry the Studdard or Stuthers surname. I can't imagine why J ohn Murray would 
agree to that stipulation, when so many of his peers were taking previously married women 
as wives and changing the step-children's surname to their own without the blood father's 
permission. 

This particular scenario is the opposite of that, where the deceased spouse's surname 
has been given to all children of a living father's issue. 

In any case, there are several possible explanations for this surname anomaly and I may 
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have not even covered them all and/or none of them could be correct. 

[1] J ohn Murray and Bacey never got married, already covered. 

[2] Bacey legally changed the surnames of each of the children from Murray to Studdard 
orStuthers either by adoption or divorce. Checking the J efferson, Washington, Franklin or 
Crawford County courthouses for court records may shed some light. If this was the case 
then the question arises when was this done? And was it done with the blood father's 
permission? 

I figure J ohn Murray died after the birth of son; Henry Harrison Murray in 1874 and before 
the 10 J une 1880 census date where Bacey states she is single. If J ohn M urray had died, 
and they had 

not divorced and after his death, Bacey changed their surname, not only is this highly 
illegal but inappropriate. Searching court records in the counties mentioned might solve 
this mystery. 

If they had divorced, even back in the 1870's, men did not give up their children especially 
since there was no male or father figure to help raise the family. Nevertheless, this could 
be the case. 

[3] J ohn Murray had committed such a hideous crime that brought shame to the family, 
and the Murray name, Bacey had his permission to legally change the children's surname. 
I feel this is highly unlikely also, since a man never forfeits his surname or his right to his 
children... regardless 
of his crime. 

In any case, this name change has resulted in a big mess. Officially or unofficially those 4 
children are J ohn M urray children and each of the boys has passed on their adopted 
Studdard orStuthers surname to subsequent generations. 

Therefore, finding the marriage record would be of great help, finding the 1870 census

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If any of you find the answer in my lifetime, please let me know, I have invested a great deal 
of interest in this family and would like to know the answer to the question. ..why?

1939 Arrival in Missouri 

After a long cold, hard winter the Pratt's found a way to escape from their military escort 
and followed the creeks from the "Trail of Tears" or what is now known as highway 8 in 
Crawford County, Missouri and settled 12 miles north in Crawford County before moving 
into Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri by the 1840 census. They began to make 
friends with other "exiles" who were also in hiding from the government. A local family, the 
Rinard (Rhinehart) Kimberin(g) family befriended the Pratts and was instrumental in 
helping the Pratt family to adjust to their new home life. Also, the Absalom Blanton family 
helped the Pratts and intermarried which was Cherokee tradition. More in the book " Henry 
P ratt Family of Greene County, Tennessee " (2003) by F loyd Thomas P ratt 2008 

1839 Good Friends 

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the 
Henry Pratt family. When the Pratts moved into Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after 
their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears" between 1838-1839, they settled near the Kimberlins 
and struck up a good friendship. When J ames Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine 
in 1847-1848, J ames probably told Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near him or 
Catherine told J ames to buy some property near her parents either way, it was against the 
law for indians to own or buy land. Rinard boughtthe land, the J ames Pratt family settled on 
from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-n-law, 
J ames Pratt. He did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt, 
J ames' brother. After J ames became a property owner it was easier for Alexander to pass 
himself off as a white man even though he was also Vi Cherokee. This led to Alexander's 
land purchase two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes which he later 
sold to the Ambrose Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1859.

I 
looked for it when I was at the Courthouse but there are so many books. ..hundreds that 
have not been documented but just piled up in the vault that I could not cover all of them 
and had no time, or luck in finding any information about Henry Pratt. Therefore, Henry Pratt 
could have died on his way to California or on his return trip to Missouri. After his death, his 
widow, Nancy (CARTER) Pratt moved from Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri to be 
near her daughter; Susanna Rebecca (PRATT) Hansel family in Boone Twp, Crawford, 
Missouri. In 1852, Nancy married widower, Absalom Blanton in Crawford County.

When I read their marriage record I 
was new to research and as an untrained observer, I thought I saw her name as Mrs. Other 
researchers have now reported that the Mrs. was actually Misf which was a double "s" 
indicating she was a Miss nota Mrs. After viewing the actual record, I must now conclude 
that it is written as Miss not Mrs. I have found in the census records a Miss Catherine 
Adaline (DUGAN) in Franklin County, Missouri who was 20 years old. Alexander would 
have been 53 years old at the time of this marriage and surely the newspapers should have 
written an article about the discrepancy in age of this marriage. I have not had the time to 
check the Sullivan, Potosi, Bourbon or Steelville newspapers to verify any such article.

In 1982, 1 used to travel throughout the middle portion of Missouri tracking down ancestors 
and related families. One such family was Thomas Liveyand Polina (PRATT) Callahan 
family; Alexander's daughter who had lived in Cheryville, Osage Twp, Crawford, Missouri 
for many years and had children who still lived in thatarea. One such child was Fred C. 
Callahan born 4 J uly 1907 in Cherryville, Osage Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States 
and died 29 J anuary 1992 atRolla, Phelps, Missouri, United States. 

After receiving a reply to my newspaper ad looking for Alexander Pratt's grave from Elsie 
Conaway, who told me where the gravesite was located, I started to contact the Callahan 
family and drove to Cherryville to visit Fred Callahan on 21 J une 1982. He related the 
following story to me about his grandpa. ..Alexander Pratt. 

When Fred was a little boy...about 5 years old, Grandpa Alex (Alexander R. Pratt) came to 
visit his Mom and Dad (Lina &Tom Callahan) who lived nearCherryville, Missouri. Little 
Freddie used to "pick" on his Grandpa by climbing on him and playing with him like little 
grandchildren do with their grandpa. [I know from personal experience that my 
grandchildren; Brian and J acob love to wrestle with me and get me down on the floor and 
climb on top of me and "beat me up". I've watched my father play with his great- 
grandchildren the same way.] 

One day, G randpa Alex was rockin' in a rockin' chair by the fireplace chewin' tobacco, 
when little Freddie ran into the kitchen where his mother was cookin' and said "Momma, 
sumptins wrong with Grandpa", Lina said, "You quit pickin' on Grandpa or I'll box your 
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ears." They went into the front room and Lina found that Alex Pratt had died of a heart 
attack in his rocking chair. He was 79. This happened in 1912. Unknown if it was in the 
earlier part of the year or the winter months of the year. 

Fred told me because the roads were slick with ice from an ice storm, they couldn't get the 
wagon with Alexander's body up the hills to take him back to his home in Sullivan to be 
buried, so they buried him in the Freeman Cemetery outside of Cherryville, Missouri. [I have 
driven' those roads at Cherryville and they are extremely steep and even hard to drive up 
them when the road is clear let alone when there is snow or sleet on the highway.] 

Carac Pratt, Alex's son from his second marriage, put a small metal marker at the grave site 
in 1975, which was still there when I visited the grave in 1982. Luckily, I took a picture of that 
metal placque because I have now been told that someone took the placque from the 
cemetery and it is missing. This is a drawing of where he is buried. It is now 2008, so I am 
trying to remember from my 1982 visit.

His gravesite was about 3 or 4 in from the back fence towards the gate. I had made 2 
attempts to find his grave. I had rid in' my motorcyle from Springfield, Missouri where I was 
living and operating an insurance agency. 

On my first visit I walked all over the cemetery and found nothing. I had left the radio on the 
motorcycle and it was playing "rock" music and I was not in tune with the spirit and I was 
unsuccessful. There was a spot that I felt a strange feeling come over me but I didn't know 
why, there was nothing there. 

On my second trip on a different day, this time, I left the radio off and Elsie Conaway came 
with me and showed me where he was buried. To my surprise, it was in the same spot I 
had previouly searched but found nothing. There it was. ..the metal marker clearly sticking 
out of the ground. How did I miss it the first time? I do not know. Maybe I wasn't intune with 
the spirit and was blinded by the ways of the world and failed to see. I don't know. 

That is the story on how Alexander Pratt became buried in the Freeman Cemetery, 
Cherryville, Crawford, Missouri, United States. There should be newspaper accounts of his 
death in the Sullivan, Bourbon, Steelville and/or Potosi newspapers. Those newspapers are 
keptatthe Missouri Historical Society in Cloumbia, Missouri and I had to travel to Columbia 
to get to read them. Usually I was permitted to have one day because I was a working father 
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and had to raise a family at the same time I was trying to research my family line. I found 
some references to the Pratts, Blantons, Carters and other families in those papers but time 
prevented me from doing a thorough research. Maybe one day they will be online. -Floyd 
Thomas PrattF.H.C, M.A.G.1.

[I ran this advertisement hoping to find where Alexander Pratt was buried. I was hoping to 
pinpoint a birth and death date. Up to this point all I had was census records and nothing 
else to go on. And you must remember, back in 1982 1 was still light years ahead of other 
researchers who did not even know who Alexander P ratt was or whom he married. Two 
people answered my ad and wrote back to me informing me of the location of Alexander's 
gravesite. The first was Elsie E. Conaway; born 31 October 1925 and died February 1988 
from Cherryville and the second was Margaret Wagner from Sullivan, Missouri. Neither one 
wanted the $20 and when I drove out to see Elsie, she took me to where his gravesite was 
located. Whoa!! [I am still in coorespondence with Margaret Wagner as of this day 4 J uly 
2010.] 

But first I am getting ahead of myself. When Elsie wrote to me and told me where his grave 
was located I decided to ride my 750cc Honda Goldwing motorcycle up from Springfield, 
where I lived, to Cherryville. I remember going up highway 19 and getting off atthe 
Cemetery. I had a radio on my Honda and I was fond of rock music, loud. ..rock music and 
of course everyone knows that rock music is not conducive to the Holy G host and when I 
arrived atthe cemetery, I left my radio on and walked the entire cemetery looking for 
Alexander Pratt's grave. I thoroughly looked at each grave site in anticipation of finding his 
grave after all these years but something was wrong and I couldn't find him. I went over and 
over the cemetery checking carefully each headstone and marker and he was not there. At 
one point of my search, I remember walking straight towards the back of the cemetery 
fence and felt a strange sensation at about 2 or 3 graves in but did not see any marker or 
headstone. I was dissapointed to say the least and drove back home after doing more 
research that day and was despondent. 

I called Elsie and told her I could not find the gravesite and she offered to take me there in 
person. So, sometime later, a week, a few days I don't remember, I rode my motorcycle 
back up to the cemetery and met Elsie, but this time I did not play rock music. And to my 
surprise she took me right to the spot that I had felt a strange sensation before but could not 
see the marker and lo and behold there it was. ..a steel metal marker which said "Alexander 
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Pratt 1831-1912". 

I became very humbled and realized how grateful I was to my Heavenly Father for allowing 
me to see the marker and to Elsie for taking the time to show me his gravesite. Why didn't I 
see it before? It must have been there. It's been there since Carac put in there before 1975. 
I believe the reason I didn't see it the first time was because my spirit was not in harmony 
with the Holy Ghostand I was not ready. After humbling myself, the Lord blessed me and 
we found the marker. Those of you who know what I am talking about. .understand. I took a 
Polariod picture ofthe markerand have itatthis day. It is included in the pictures of 
Alexander Pratt's collection. Sadly, I was told that someone has taken the markerand it is 
lost. This is a true story-Floyd Thomas Pratt

Orville Carac Pratt 

I found another grandson of Alexander Pratt living in Bethalto, Illinois. Sometime in the 
1980's I made a trip and visited with Orville Carac Pratt, son of Carac Francis Pratt. Carac 
Francis Pratt was the last known living child of Alexander & Catherine Adaline (DUGAN) 
Pratt. 

Orville related the following information about his Grandpa Alexander Pratt. Orville said his 
father; Carac told him that Alexander was a big man 6' 4" tall and weighed about 240lbs. 
Alex was a blacksmith, autioneer, and ran a threshing seperator rig for a while. Since 
Carac made railroad ties then probably he learned this from his father. Carac also told him 
that his dad, Alex made the gold rush to California in 1849. [If Alex made the gold rush 
maybe that's where his father Henry Pratt died. Maybe his dad went with him to California 
because Alex was only 17 years in 1849.] 

Research Speculation 

[In close proximity to Lick Creek in Greene County, Tennessee, next door to the Carter 
family, the Harmon family and the Blanton family, there was J ames & Ann (GIBSON) Pratt 
family from Rockingham County, North Carolina. A few years before Henry Pratt and Nancy 
(CARTER) were married on October 3, 1820 in Greene County, Tennessee, there was a 
Robert Pratt and Alexander Pratt getting married in Greene County, Tennessee. The 
question is; does the "R." in Alexander's middle name represent his uncle. ..Robert? Was 
Alexander named after another uncle. ..Alexander? Was Henry P ratt the son of J ames & Ann 
(GIBSON) Pratt since he named his first son J ames? Futher research into this family 
needs to take place in the historical archives of Greene County, Tennessee. -Floyd 
Thomas Pratt 2008] 

My Tribute to the Ambrose Marion Pennock Family by Floyd Thomas Pratt 2008 

When my 2nd greatgrandfather, Alexander "Alex" R. Pratt bought 40 acres from William & 
Martha () Hughes on 22 May 1856, this property transaction had a great deal more intrigue 
and suspense than a normal property transfer. 

My 2ggfather, Alex was 1/2 Cherokee and Native Americans were not allowed to buy or own 
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property. 

When the Pratts were forced from their home in Monroe County, Tennessee by bayonets, 
they were force marched on the "Trail of Tears" from September 1938 to March 1939, this 
has been documented by personal journals of those who accompanied the P ratts on that 
journey. 

When they arrived in the portion of Crawford County, Missouri which later became 
Washington County, before the 1840 census date, they settled near the local family of 
Rinard (Rhinehart) & Frances (PETERS) Kimberling family. 

The Kimberlings hailed from Botetourt County, Virginia and had been in Missouri since 
1825 and settled in the Richwoods Township area of Washington County where 
Alexander's father, Henry Pratt shows up in the 1840 census. Rinard later moved to 
J ohnson Township and the Pratts followed. 

One of Henry's sons; J ames Pratt took a liking to one of Rinard's daughter's; Catherine 
(KIMBERLIN). But, Rinard was not going to letj ames Pratta Cherokee marry his daughter 
unless he settled down. I guess Catherine was relentless in her pleadings to her father and 
he finally consented to the marriage and J ames & Catherine were married sometime 
between 1847-1848. [No record has been located]. 

On 25 February 1854, Rinard sold 23 acres to his son-n-law, J ames Pratt. This was the first 
property transaction found for the Pratts. Their father, Henry Pratt never owned property 
because he was full blooded Cherokee and itwas against tribal custom and government 
law. [Cherokees felt that everyone in the tribe owned the land and therefore it could not be 
bought or sold.] 

Alexander, encouraged by J ames' success with land purchase but more intrigued by 
another of Rinard's daughter, Mary (KIMBERLIN) wanted to seek her hand in marriage. 
Rinard realizing that he wanted good stable husbands for his daughters, informed Alex that 
he had to purchase property and settle down, BEFORE, he would permit his daughter to 
marry him. 

So, on 22 May 1856, Alexander purchased 40 acres from William Hughes and a little more 
than 1 month later, on 28J une 1856 he married Mary (KIMBERLIN). So these 40 acres 
were the original homestead of Alexander R. & Mary (KIMBERLIN) Pratt family. 

Cherokees are not very good farmers and after trying to conform to the farming life, 
Alexander decided this wasn't for him and about thattime a new family arrived in the 
J ohnson Township area looking for good land to build a future. This is where the Ambrose 
Marion Pennock family purchased the old homestead of the Alexander Pratt family on 18 
March 1859. 

Alexander Pratt stayed in the J ohnson Township area of Washington County until after his 
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second wife. .. Catherine Adaline (DUGAN) Pratt died in 1892. He then moved to the Boone 
Twp, Crawford, Missouri area to be closer to his son, Henry Winslow Pratt family and 
Alexander died in 1912. 

As you see, because of the friendship our ancestors shared with others, the Ambrose 
Marion Pennock family will always have a special place in the hearts of the Pratts, this 
friendship transcends generations and binds our families together forever. Floyd Thomas

Blanton Hollow now known as Hamilton Hollow 

by Floyd Thomas PrattF.H.C, M.A.G.I. 2009 

There are two cemeteries on the hills at Hamilton Hollow across from each other. One is 
called Hamilton Cemetey and the other is the Blanton Cemetery. There are only a few 
headstones that have survived but both have many indentations in the ground where people 
have been buried. 

Since the Pratt's were of Cherokee ancestry, the government made sure that native indians 
were not allowed to prosper. This included preventing them from voting, buying and selling 
land, holding legal offices and even buying fishing licenses and they suffered other abuses 
kin to the way the whites treated the blacks. 

Therefore, there were many mixed native families living in the 39th and 40th townships of 
J ohnson Township in Washington County, Missouri. These families found a common bond 
by seeking refuse from the abuses of the whites by living in close proximity. Only by 
marrying into local white families did these mixed natives begin to gain acceptance after 
the turn of the century. 

In the meantime, they survived by hunting and cutting ties and staves for the railroad and 
mining companies. 

My grandfather; Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt known as "Lum" to his friends was not 
only taught those trades by his father; Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt but also became known as 
an accomplished concrete and rock mason. My dad has shown me many structures still 
standing in Bourbon and the surrounding communty that my grandfather had built. 

Hamiton Hollow was named after the Hamitlon Iron Works Mining Company who 
purchased the land around Henry Pratt's log cabin and Absalom Blanton's mansion which 
has now become known as Hamilton Hollow. 

The old maps of the region named the hollow the Blanton Hollow in honor of Absalom 
Blanton and the creek the Blanton Creek. Near the creek is a cold water spring now called 
PrattSpring where Henry Pratt had built his log cabin on the bluff above. 
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Alexander married Mary Kimberlin 28 J une 1856 in Washington, Missouri, United States.

It should be noted here that R inard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the Henry 
Pratt family. When the Pratts moved into Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their 
ordeal on the "Trail of Tears" between 1838-1839, they settled near the Kimberlins and 
struck up a good friendship. When J ames Pratt married R inard's daughter, Catherine in 
1847-1848, J ames probably told Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near him or 
Catherine told J ames to buy some property near her parents either way, it was against the law 
forindians to own or buy land. Rinard boughtthe land on 6 February 1854, the J ames Pratt 
family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his 
son-n-law, J ames Pratt. He did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander 
Pratt, J ames 1 brother. After J ames became a property owner it was easier for Alexander to 
pass himself off as a white man even though he was also Vi Cherokee. This led to 
Alexander's land purchase two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes which 
he later sold to the Ambrose Marion Pennock family from Ohio.

4) Darlene Schatz said that her Grandma Dace, (she would be Sarah Ann (BLANTON), 
daughter of Elbert Blanton, granddaughter of Henry Pratt) used the name ofj ohn Henry 
Pratt. Sarah Ann Blanton was born 1865, fifteen years after Henry's death. Therefore, she 
was not personally aquatinted with Henry P ratt. Agin heresay, no written evidence.

Other Pratts 

Other researcher's claim thatthe Henry Pratt in the 1810 Washington Co., Va census had 
possible sons named Fulden, Oliver and Bernard.

Concerning the surname Kimberlin(g), when Hans J acob Kummerlein made his move to 
Virginia from Germany the frontier of the Appalacian mountians converted his name from 
Kummerlein to Kimberling. I have seen it spelled Komberlin, Kimberlin, Kimboling and 
variations. It appears when Rhinehart moved to Washington County, Missouri, the Kimberling 
family dropped the "g" and they pronounced it as Kim-ber-lin, not "line" or "ling". Now, when 
Rinard's sibling, Nathaniel moved down to Stone, Arkansas and his other brother, J ames lived 
in the Ozarks of Missouri, they retained the "g", in fact, Kimberling City, Stone County, 
Missouri was named afterj ames Kimberling who eventually moved to Springfield, Greene 
County, Missouri.

They settled 
near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 

When J ames Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, J ames probably told 
Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told J ames to buy some 
property near her parents either way, it was against the law for indians to own or buy land. 
Rinard boughtthe land, the J ames Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks 
later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-n-law, J ames P ratt. 
Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt, J ames' brother. 
After J ames became a property owner it was easier for Alexander to pass himself off as a 
white man even though he was also l h Cherokee, This led to Alexander's land purchase two 
years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes which he later sold to the Ambrose 
Marion Pennock family from Ohio.

Long before J onas Anthony bought out the grist and saw mill from J ohn Harrison 
in 1856, Kimberlin Cemetery had been established. The oldest recorded burial in the 
Kimberlin Cemetery that I know of, is J osephine Kimberlin died October 1841 aged 88yrs 
2dys, which puts her birth October 1753. 1 have yet to learn who she was, but she was buried 
15 years before J onas Anthony bought the mill. How or why they changed the name of the 
cemetery from Kimberlin Cemetery to Anthonies Mill, (which they spelled Anthony wrong), is 
unknown. They probably changed the name sometime after Rinard's death or in the early 
1900's.

J onas and Nancy (Twitty) Anthony had ten children, all of whom married into families of 
western Washington County. His son, J ohn M. Anthony was sheriff of Washington County. 
J ohn's son, J . Rush Anthony, purchased the old C.E. Summers' store. 

Stephen D. Anthony, the eighth child, was born in 1848. He took over the management of the 
mills and, in 1880, greatly enlarged the grist mill and bought new machinery .At this time he 
discarded the historic burhs. "Hard money" was scarce so Mr. Anthony took out a portion of 
the meal from each grind as atoll from each customer. His new mill could run about 25 
barrels a day. He became independently rich as increased population caused his business 
to flourish and the land values to rise. 
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When the post office was re-established in the early 70's, Stephen D.Anthony was named 
postmaster and the name was changed to Anthonies Mill-this is the original spelling.

They 
settled near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. When J ames Pratt married 
Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, J ames probably told Rinard that he wanted a 
piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told J ames to buy some property near her parents 
either way, it was against the law for indians to own or buy land.

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4) When Peter Harmon buys the land on Roaring Fork at Lick Creek, Levi Carter and 

J esse Carter also live on Lick Creek, because Levi Carter Sr. and his family helped build 
Carter's Station fort not far from Peter Harmon's land purchase, i.e., they were neighbors. 

5) Susanna (HARMON) names a son, Peter, after her father and a daughter, Margaret 
after her mother and another daughter; my 3rdggrandmother, Nancy after Susanna's sister 
Nancy (HARMON) who married Benjamin Neal, but she does not name any son Thomas 
nor does any of her children name a son Thomas or George who were prominent 
Harmon families in the area.

Levi and other Carters, (J ohn Sr.; J oseph; Caleb Sr.; and Nathan) were traced together from 
New J ersey to G reene County, Tennessee, maybe brothers. Also, David and E phraim. In 
1772, Caleb Carter Sr., claimed 400A of land in Monongalia County, Virginia. Two years prior 
to the Revolution, they served in Lord Dunmore's War. The document, "Captain Zackquil 
Morgan's Roll", p. 19-20 with seventy-six names, days served, and pay, dated 4 Oct 1775, 
included these names: 
Levy (Levi) Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 
Caleb Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 
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J oseph Carter-162 days; Pay 12:3:0 

Levy (Levi) possibly about 40 years of age, had an active frontier life like others of his 
generation, and was fully capable of withstanding the hardships of military service. During this 
time, 1775-1777, LEVI Carter had land on Indian Creek, atthe mouth of LeMasters Run, near 
present day Arnettsville. The town was Point Marion, Virginia, where Monongalia River and 
the Cheat River meet, (see map) 

Levi Carter and J ohn Carter Sr. both served two months at Pickett's Fort, located on the 
Monongalia River about twenty miles south of present Morgantown, Virginia. They were 
under the command of Capt. William Haymond and Lt. Morgan Morgan.This document 
preserved by the Haymond family, carries the title of "Pay Roll of Capt. William Haymond's 
Company of Monongalia County Militia", from the 15th of April until the 12th of J une 1777. 
Twenty eight names were on the payroll. [Gwathmey's " Historical Register of Virginians in the 
Revolution ", page 134.] 

Later in 1777, Carter's moved south through the Shenandoah Valley Appalachian Mountains, 
to Surrey County, northwest North Carolina just south of the Virginia line, where Levi Sr., 
Caleb,] esse, Nathaniel,] ohn and others are listed as soldiers from North Carolina. (Allen, 
Penelope] ohnson, " Tennessee Soldiers in the Revolution ", pl7.) 

The Carter's of Washington and Sullivan counties, North Carolina (Greene County, TN. by 
1783) were included in 1780-81 " Inventory of Taxable Property of the Twelfth District in the 
Present Circulating Currancy " from Washington County, North Carolina. 
Abraham, oldestson of] ohn Carter Sr.; Caleb Carter Sr., not Levi's son; J ohn Carter; J oseph 
Carter; and Levi Carter Sr. 

They paid taxes until the 1783 Land Act by North Carolina, when each Carter head filed a 
claim for a given number of acres. Levi Carter, Sr. and J ohn Carter, Sr. with adjoining tracts of 

land on Lick Creek Possessed no more than squatters rights built a Fort (Carter Fort), 

planted a crop, and tried to obtain a deed. 

A historical marker "J ohn Carter established a settlement in 1783" at Carter's Station in 
Greene County, Tennessee, located 8 miles northwest of Greeneville on Hwy. 70, near the 
old Albany Post Office. Originally it was on the old Babbs Mill Wagon Road that ran east and 
west through Greene county from nearRheatown to the Hawkins county line near Bull's Gap. 
Carter's built their fort on present-day site of Carter's Station and Cemetery, where they fought 
the Cherokee Indians at Lookout Mountain. It was an intensive battle and lasted nearly a 
decade, with the whites prevailing. 

[It should be noted that this battle which took ten years; the Cherokees fighting for their 
survival, the Carters seeking more land ensued bitter resentment on both sides of the conflict. 
When three of J esse Carter Sr's children married Cherokees, my 3ggrandmother... Nancy 
(CARTER) married Henry Pratt son of a Cherokee chief, in 1820, J esse disowned all of 
them and left them out of his will. -Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.1. 2009] 
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A Revolutionary War voucher made out to Levi Carter, State of North Carolina, No. 3538 was 
for L12:3. The auditors for the counties of Washington and Sullivan, North Carolina, certified 
that Levi Carter received in account twelve pounds, three shillings, dated 12 J une 1783. 

The Carter's of Surry County, North Carolina, had supported the Revolution in both Virginia 
and North Carolina, while living on Indian lands, and had contributed soldiers to the cause. 
The King's proclamation in 1763, forbid white settlement west of the Appalachian Divide, so 
they were vulnerable to severe punishment by the British. Local Tories could identify the 
Carter's as enemies of the King, and soon after 1782, the Carter Patriarch's reached the 
conclusion that they could save their families by migrating en masse with the other 
threatened families to the Watauga-Tennessee Valley frontier. Some of the Carter's in the 
War lived long enough to apply for a Revolutionary War pension about 1830, and gave New 
Jersey as their birthplace. 

These claims along Lick Creek were entered in North Carolina books during 1783-84, but 
four to ten years passed before receiving a full title. No sooner than the ink was dry on the 
original claim, ownership began to change by way of sales and purchases, gifts to children or 
other relatives, and by bequests to heirs. The original surveys and plats of Carter land grants 
are in North Carolina State Archives at Raleigh.

yearly or otherwise as our General Assembly from time to time may direct. P rovided always 
thatthe said Levi Carter shall cause this grantto be Registered in the Register's Office of our 
said County of Greene, within the time limited by law, otherwise the same shall be void and of 
no effect. In testimony whereof we have caused these our letters to be made patent and our 
Great to be hereunto affixed. 

Witness: Richard Dobbs Spaight, Esquire, our Governor Captain General and Commander in 
Chief, at Newburn, the 12th day of J anuary in the 17th year of our Independence and in the 
year of our Lord 1793. S igned: J . Glasgow, Secretary. Richard Dobbs Spaight [A pole was 
equal to 16.5 feet— --Tom Pratt] 

Levi Carter's name appears frequently in the Greene County Court minutes from 1783- , as 
well as that of Abraham, J ames, J oseph, and Daniel. Caleb and Levi are named in 1784, in 
court cases as plaintiff or defendant; or to register an earmark for their hogs; jury lists; or 
appointments. In August 1786, "Ordered thata road be laid off from Babbs Mill to the County 
line below Swan Ponds", and named J oseph Carter, Abraham Carter, Levi Carter and nine 
other men to view, mark, and report to the November Court. This was the year 1786, that Levi 
Carter's son, ourElijah Carter was born. [When the text says ourElijah Carter, Elizabeth 
Carter Schnegelberger is referring to Elijah as her direct line. Tom Pratt] 

In December 1784, the State of Franklin was organized; and Southwest Territory (South of 
Ohio) was formed to provide state or territorial government for Washington, Sullivan and 
Greene counties. Carter Station Campgrounds date back to September 20, 1787, at which 
time one of the church founders, J oseph Carter received a land grant from the State of North 
Carolina. A Christain Society was organized in 1790 and an outdoor preaching place was 
built on the hill in the present Carter's Station cemetery. Traveling circuit riders preached at 
CarterStation in the early years, and services were held there until the Great Revival Era near 
the turn of the century. S hortly after 1800, a chruch, 40 x 30 was built of hewed pine logs, 
two-story covered with boards and had but one window. Two local ministers, the Rev. 
Benjamin Van Pelt, and Rev. Benjamin Williams served the church for many years. The latter 
is buried on the camp meeting ground. The Van Pelt home on Lick Creek was a favorite 
stopping place for Bishop Francis Asbury when he visited the area. This famous camp 
meeting site, had a large shed early in the century. A second shed was built in 1847— "the best 
in East Tennessee". In 1836, nine additional acres was purchased for camp meetings. In 
1878 the present building was erected. "The present congregation at Carter's Station; United 
Methodist Church (formerly Albany) is striving to fulfill their obligation to God and to the 
founders of Old Carter's Station, and pledge to keep in service that which in trust has been 
passed down to them. 

Carter's were numerous in America at the time of the first census, 1790, as number 63, 
appearing 651 times. In 1805, LEVI Carter and Peter Cassel were on the tax rolls in Greene 
County, Tennessee. A newspaper article about Carter Station United Methodist Church, 
"Early white settlers from New J ersey, by way of Pennyslvania, Virginia, and Surrey County 
North Carolina, came upon a fortified Indian Village, made peace with the Indians and 
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established a settlers fort in 1783. Many of the settlers and members of their families and their 
descendants are buried in the cemetery near the site of the fort. The first person buried was a 
Mr. Hardin whose mocassins became entangled in the brush of a cane-brake on the north 
side of Lick Creek when he was overtaken by the (Cherokee) Indians, and killed." 
(G reeneville Tennessee S un, newspaper, 25 J uly 1979.)

"As it is known to the Omniscient, so may your Excellencies, Counts, Barons, and Peers, 
realize that it will be four years from the coming 21st of February in the year of our Lord 1710, 
since we, the Evangelical Consistoriales, Inspectors, and Pastors mosthumby stated that we 
have lived without salary, that the destructive war had its seat in the Electorate of the 
Palatinate, thatthe resultant hardships rested upon the subjects and dependents, that poverty 
had overtaken them, all of which sorrows our pen is really too feeble to describe and 
represent sufficiently; the price of the larger fruits and wine daily mounting higher and higher, 
and whatever fruits of the preceding season have remained, the enemy (the French) has 
demanded instead of reparations. In such misery and suffering, and actual and well known 
condition, we are now existing, especially because the little means which one or the other still 
may have, are now comsumed to the greatest advantage and disadvantage; the taxes 
collected up to date from some of the estates, principalities, and a few other places which in 
some degree served for our support and maintenance, began also, to our greatest sorrow, to 
diminish, and our poor parishes are now weakened so completely that they can not provide us 
with a living. Even here the parish of Heidelberg, the strongest of the whole Electorate of the 
Palatinate, has not furnished, forfouryears God knows, anything more than fifteen Rheinish 
florins to each of the two pastors mentioned below, and in all four malters (a malter is about 
eight bushels of corn)". 

"Therefore it is easy to conceive how miserable the rest of us must be. Accordingly under 
these conditions it is impossible for us to remain longer in the parishes." 
(Note: The foregoing is only part of a long petition dated J an. 15, 1710, at Heidelberg, signed 
by twenty Luthern pastors one of whom was Rev. Anthony J acob Henkle who came to 
America in 1717. This petition further states thatthe matter "concerned more than 50,000 
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Luthern souls. "The Elector of the Palatinate during this period was a Catholic and the lot of 
the Luteran congregations was grievous.) 

Myer's General History, section 791, says: "The Duchy ofWurtemburg had one half million of 
inhabitants at the commencement of the war ("Thirty Years War"); at its close had barely 
50,000," or only one out of ten. The authority further says that on every hand were charred 
remains of the hovels of the peasants and the palaces of the nobility. Vast districts lay waste 
without an inhabitant. The very soil in many regions had reverted to it's primitive wildness. 
Later, France conducted another war in southern Germany, known as the "War of the 
Palatinate." Louis, the French monarch, ordered thatthe country should again be laid waste. 
According to Myers, all tangible inprovements even the fruit trees, vines and crops were 
destroyed, it is therefore not surprising thatthe Harmans with many thousands of fellow 
countrymen, should have bid farewell to that troubled land and sailed for the New World in the 
Western Hemisphere."

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PALATINE HISTORY

The Palatinate or German PFALZ, was, in German history, the land of the Count Palatine, a 
title held by a leading secular prince of the Holy Roman Empire. Geographically, the 
Palatinate was divided between two small territorial clusters: the Rhenish, or Lower 
Palatinate, and the Upper Palatinate. The Rhenish Palatinate included lands on both sides of 
the Middle Rhine River between its Main and Neckar tributaries. Its capital until the 18th 
century was Heidelberg. The Upper Palatinate was located in northern Bavaria, on both sides 
of the Naab Riveras it flows south toward the Danube and extended eastward to the 
Bohemian Forest. The boundaries of the Palatinate varied with the political and dynastic 
fortunes of the Counts Palatine. 

The Palatinate has a border beginning in the north, on the Moselle River about 35 miles 
southwest of Coblenz to Bingen and east to Mainz, down the Rhine River to Oppenheim, 
Guntersblum and Worms, then continuing eastward above the Nieckar River about 25 miles 
east of Heidelberg then looping back westerly below Heidelberg to Speyer, south down the 
Rhine River to Alsace, then north-westerly back up to its beginning on the Moselle River. 

The first Count Palatine of the Rhine was Hermann I, who received the office in 945. Although 
not originally hereditary, the title was held mainly by his descendants until his line expired in 
1155, and the Bavarian Wittelsbachs took over in 1180. In 1356, the Golden Bull ( a papal bull: 
an official document, usually commands from the Pope and sealed with the official Papal 
seal called a Bulla) made the Count Palatine an Elector of the Holy Roman Empire. During 
the Reformation, the Palatinate accepted Protestantism and became the foremost Calvinist 
region in Germany. 

After Martin Luther published his 95 Theses on the door of the castle church at Wittenberg on 
31 October 1517, many of his followers came under considerable religious persecution for 
their beliefs. Perhaps for reasons of mutual comfort and support, they gathered in what is 
known as the Palatine. These folk came from many places, Germany, Holland, Switzerland 
and beyond, but all shared a common view on religion. 

The protestant Elector Palatine Frederick V (1596-1632), called the "Winter King" of Bohemia, 
played a unique role in the struggle between Roman Catholic and Protestant Europe. His 
election in 1619 as King of Bohemia precipitated the Thirty Years War that lasted from 1619 
until 1648. Frederick was driven from Bohemia and in 1623, deposed as Elector Palatine. 

During the Thirty Years War, the Palatine country and other parts of Germany suffered from 
the horrors of fire and sword as well as from pillage and plunder by the French armies. This 
war was based upon both politics and religious hatreds, as the Roman Catholic armies 
sought to crush the religious freedom of a politically-divided Protestantism. 
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Many unpaid armies and bands of mercenaries, both of friends and foe, devoured the 
substance of the people and by 1633, even the catholic French supported the Elector 
Palatine for a time for political reasons. 

During the War of the Grand Alliance (1689-97), the troops of the French monarch Louis XIV 
ravaged the Rhenish Palatinate, causing many Germans to emigrate. Many of the early 
German settlers of America (e.g. the Pennsylvania Dutch) were refugees from the Palatinate. 
During the French Revolutionary and Napoleonic Wars, the Palatinate's lands on the west 
bank of the Rhine were incorporated into France, while its eastern lands were divided largely 
between neighbouring Baden and Hesse. 

Nearly the entire 17th century in central Europe was a period of turmoil as Louis XIV of France 
soughtto increase his empire. The War of the Palatinate (as it was called in Germany), aka 
The War of The League of Augsburg, began in 1688 when Louis claimed the Palatinate. 
Every large city on the Rhine above Cologne was sacked. The War ended in 1697 with the 
Treaty of Ryswick. The Palatinate was badly battered but still outside French control. In 1702, 
the War of the Spanish Succession began in Europe and lasted until 1713, causing a great 
deal of instability for the Palatines. The Palatinate lay on the western edge of the Holy Roman 
Empire not far from France's eastern boundary. Louis wanted to push his eastern border to 
the Rhine, the heart of the Palatinate. 

While the land of the Palatinate was good for its inhabitants, many of whom were farmers, 
vineyard operators etc., its location was unfortunately subject to invasion by the armies of 
Britain, France, and Germany. Mother Nature also played a role in what happened, for the 
winter of 1708 was particularly severe and many of the vineyards perished. So, as well as the 
devastating effects of war, the Palatines were subjected to the winter of 1708-09, the harshest 
in 100 years. 

The scene was set for a mass migration. At the invitation of Queen Anne in the spring of 1709, 
about 7 000 harassed Palatines sailed down the Rhine to Rotterdam. From there, about 3000 
were dispatched to America, either directly or via England, under the auspices of William 
Penn. The remaining 4 000 were sent via England to Ireland to strengthen the protestant 
interest. 

Although the Palatines were scattered as agricultural settlers overmuch of Ireland, major 
accumulations were found in Counties Limerick and Tipperary. As the years progressed and 
dissatisfactions increased, many of these folk seized opportunities to join their compatriots in 
Pennsylvania, or to go to newly-opened settlements in Canada. 

There were many reasons for the desire of the Palatines to emigrate to the New World: 
oppressive taxation, religious bickering, hunger for more and better land, the advertising of the 
English colonies in America and the favourable attitude of the British government toward 
settlement in the North American colonies. Many of the Palatines believed they were going to 
Pennsylvania, Carolina or one of the tropical islands.

The passage down the Rhine took from 4 to 6 weeks. Tolls and fees were demanded by 
authorities of the territories through which they passed. Early in J une, the number of Palatines 
entering Rotterdam reached 1 000 per week. Later that year, the British government issued a 
Royal proclamation in German thatall arriving after October 1709 would be sent back to 
Germany. The British could not effectively handle the number of Palatines in London and 
there may have been as many as 32 000 by November 1709. They wintered over in England 
since there were no adequate arrangements for the transfer of the Palatines to the English 
colonies. 

In 1710, three large groups of Palatines sailed from London. The first went to Ireland, the 
second to Carolina and the third to New York with the new Governor, Robert Hunter. There 
were 3 000 Palatines on 10 ships that sailed for NY and approximately 470 died on the voyage 
or shortly after their arrival. 

In NY, the Palatines were expected to work for the British authorities, producing naval stores 
[tar and pitch] for the navy in return for their passage to NY. They were also expected to act as 
a buffer between the French and Natives on the northern frontier and the English colonies to 
the south and east. 

After the defeat of Napoleon (1814-15), the Congress of Vienna gave the east-bank lands of 
the Rhine valley to Bavaria. These lands, together with some surrounding territories, again 
took the name of Palatinate in 1838.

F loyd Thomas Pratt, f.h.c, m.a.g.i. 



At the age of 19, Tom Pratt embarked on a 
career in law enforcement. This experience gave him 
training in detective and investigative skills. Little did 
Mr. Pratt know, how useful these skills would be in the 
field of genealogy. 

Tom Pratt started his family research career in 
1975 after becoming a member of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new 
member was to serve in the newly created 
genealogical department or known today as the Family 
History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward. This 
two-year calling gave Mr. Pratt a tremendous amount 
of experience helping others to research their 
families. 

In fact, he felt family research came easy and 
reguired little effort on his part. In reality, years of 
reading and studying increased his expertise and he 
made it look easy to others. 

Over the course of several years, Mr. Pratt was asked by his church to instruct 
several family history courses. This experience established a deep profound love for 
family and ancestors. 

It was not uncommon for Mr. Pratt to spend 4 to 8 hours a day researching and 
compiling family histories in addition to his duties, as an entrepreneur in the insurance 
business. 

The first maj or achievement for Mr. Pratt was a breakthrough on his Pratt family 
back to the early 1800' s. Not satisfied with just the direct line research, Mr. Pratt 
branched out to research all connected lines and allied families. 

This dedication led to 26, 000 individuals and achieved expert status for Mr. Pratt 
on the families of middle and eastern Mssouri, eastern and western Tennessee and 
central North Carolina. 

Concerning Mr. Pratt's style of research, he is a strong supporter of the "hands 
on" approach. When he took family vacations, they usually went to libraries, 
cemeteries, courthouses, National Archive centers, and visited family members in 
various states. He attended family reunions and obtained his material from the actual 
sources when possible. 
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Being a researcher of the highest degree, in 1991, Mr. Pratt formed the 
Pratt Publications Company and offered to the public, a series of books titled, 

The P ratt P rogenitor P apers . This series of volumes are a collection of legal documents, 
stories, pictures and historical presentations concerning the families of Missouri, 
Tennessee and North Carolina. 

The first three Volumes were released to the public in 1991 and were issued to 
18 different libraries including the Library of Congress and the St. Louis Public Library. 
The next 7 volumes were published with at total of 43 volumes scheduled for 
publication. 

In 1996, Mr. Pratt formed the G enealoqical I nstitute to further the education of 
serious researchers. 

The G enealoqical I nstitute offers a series of educational materials to teach and 
instruct the uninitiated in the procedures of family history research. These courses 
offer "a hands on" curriculum designed to instruct in investigative, deductive reasoning 
and logical procedures for tracking your family history. 

Beginners and experienced researchers have found a treasure chest of knowledge 
when undertaking these courses. Mr. Pratt has taken the hobby of genealogy and has 
enhanced it into a science. Heavy on instructions concerning documentation, research 
procedures, alternative sources and common public records, this course is a valuable 
tool for the researcher. One of Mr. Pratt's favorite sections of the course is teaching 
researchers "how to stop" researching and compile their information for publication. 

Upon completion of the educational courses from the G enealoqical I nstitute , the 
graduate is awarded the M aster A ccreditation of the G enealogical I nstitute. (M .A.G.I.) 

This designation is eguivalent to a Doctorate Degree and signifies the recipient has 
been trained and demonstrated superior research technigues. 

Mr. Pratt's ability in family history research has amazed many educated 
researchers. When Mr. Pratt is asked for help concerning their "brick wall" in their 
family research, his guick wit and logical mind rapid fires instructions and procedures 
so fast they cannot write the material guickly enough. Little do they realize this 
knowledge has been acguired over 30 years of experience and research. 

In June of 2000, Mr. Pratt undertook a new and unprecedented task. 

Outside of Washington, Franklin County, Mssouri is an old cemetery called the 
Johnson- Caldwell Cemetery. This cemetery has many pioneer heroes and ancestors of 
various descendants from that region. Some of the inhabitants were born in the 1750's 
and traveled west to Mssouri after the 1803 Louisiana Purchase. 
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Mr. Pratt took down all the information off the tombstones, including every 
person in the cemetery and researched each individual related or not. 1000 man-hours 
and two years later, he published the book "lohnson -Caldwell Cemetery of 
Franklin County, M is sour i "© 2001 . 

Obtaining newspapers, legal documents, personal interviews with ancestors and 
researching various sources for any and all information concerning the history of the 
cemetery and the inhabitants produced this master text. What makes this book stand out 
among the rest is basic content and structure. 

First, it is the only book to cover the known and reported inhabitants of an 
entire cemetery. 

Second, this book reports on each inhabitant, their birth and activities 
throughout their life until their death, including their ancestors, spouses and children. 

Third, even the index is unigue, listing the individual and their father' s name if 
known. This is extremely helpful when several individuals have the same given name. 

Upon examination, professional researchers have hailed this body of work as a 
masterpiece and a standard in which all future research of cemeteries should be based. 
In their opinion, no one has ever produced a body of work about a cemetery as unigue 
and professional as this publication. 

Currently, Mr. Pratt is working on a series of books from the 
P ratt A rchive C OlleCtionS , which is a series of biographical publications concerning a 
progenitor and a generation of descendants. This collection is a "cradle to grave" 
report, which covers the subject's ancestry, birth, marriage, children, and geographical 
domiciles as well as the political environment during the subject's lifetime. 

In addition, Mr. Pratt is working on additional volumes of the P ratt P rogenitor 
P apers and several books on public records. 

With all these accomplishments, Mr. Pratt humbly refers to himself as a 
Genealogical Anthropologist: resurrecting progenitors. 

We in the genealogical world are deeply grateful to be associates of a man of Mr. 
Pratt' s caliber. Through his dedication to helping the novice as well as the professional 
researcher, future generations will benefit by his advances in the genealogical field. 

In addition, we are thankful for the inspiration that sparks men like Mr. Pratt to 
magnify their love for people and history. We feel, with a lifetime dedicated to the 
genealogical pursuit of truth and knowledge, Mr. Pratt's accumulative body of work, 
will stand as a guintessential manifestation of this divine love.
